Numerioally, New York has the groatest
Jawish population either in the United Btates
or tha world, but the proportion of Jews
thers Ia slightly below that of Chelsan
Nearly half of the Jews in America, and
one-twalfth of all the world contains, live
within ths confinen of Crealar New TYork,
Navertheless, thelr proportion of New York's
entirs population 18 anly about 18 per cent.

The extent to which the Jewlsh people
maintaln thelr raclal integrity though scat.
tarad to the four cornorm of tho esarth atill
ramainge the mo#t nstounding thing In the
history of natlon-bullding, From the time of
tholr bondage in Egypt, thelr Nlght through
the wilderness Into the promised Iand, and
thelr wonderful expansion during the reigns
of David and Solomon, followed by thelr
subjugation ot the hands of (he Groeks and
Romans, this Integrity nevoer suffered. And
even Auring the lant two thousand years, na
thoy have gone with clvillzation into every
qunrter of the glohe, they have always basn
o dlstinot people

The kudsy of thelr world-wide distribution
forms a subject of gripping Intercst. Houghly
speaking, thers nre about 10,000,000 Jewa to-
day. FEvery country has {ts quoln.

Only 78,000 in Palestine

Faleatine, the original home of the Jows,
numerically does not contaln many Jewns,
but In proportion to the entlre population of
that country It londsr the world, The Iatent
ntatisties glve Palextine a Jewish population
of 75,000 out of a tatal population of 350,000,
Thia gives the Jewlsh race In Palestine a
percentnge of 22.20 of the entire population,
though Ita total of 78,000 s hardly half the
entirp Jewlsh population of Philadelphin. In
certain parts of Africn and Asin the Jewlsh
populntion, although numerieally small, Is
proportionntely hlgh. Tunis In Afrien ranks
next to Palestine with a Jewlsh population
of 108,000 out of n toinl of 1,023,217, or L.63
per aent.

Europe, of course, contnins the great bulk
of the world's Joewish population, there baing
approx!imately ten miillon seattered through-
out that continent of nearly 500,000,000 peopla
Russla furnishes n home for more than half
of Eurape's Jeww There are 5,216,805 of this
race living under the Caar's authority.
